Reuter .reports from Moscow that 
the battle that Marshal-Stalin has 
started has become a major battle, 
which, from the point of view of 
men and material employed, may be 
ranked with. former great battles.

The 
attacks on Sicily were continued on 
Tuesday and many fires were 
started. The U.S. © communique 
said that 50 U.S. Liberator heavy 
bombers. attacked Gerbini aero- 
drome, Sicily, in daylight, dropping 
nearly 130 tons of bombs, badly 
nes runways and . dispersal 
areas and starting large fires. The 
Italian and German , communiqués 
stated that seventeen Allied ‘planes 
were shot down by A.-A. fire during 
raids on Sicily. 

Referring to operations at sea, the 
German communiqué said that 
U-boats had sunk ten ships in the 
Atlantic and Mediterranean. The 
Italian statement claimed that an 
Allied submarine had. been sunk in 
the Mediterranean.

before they would give the higher 
price. He asserted that there was 
no foundation for the allegation that 
the Government’s podlicy had 
destroyed the fertility of the soil.

“ SUICIDAL” 


The “grow more wheat” policy 
in this country before the war, 
said Mr. J. M. DILLON (Ind., 
Monaghan), was a disaster for our 
people then, and was a disaster ‘for 
our people now. The shortages that 
we were .experiencing at present 
were in some measure attributable 
to that policy. ‘‘ Nobody but a fool 
would run this country in times of 
peace on a basis that is expedient 
in times of war. Ll say, and I 
repeat, that before this war, and 
after it, it is suicidal folly to use 
the land of this country for growing 
inferior wheat at an exorbitant 
price when we can purchase far 
superior wheat and import it at an 
economic price. No sane man con- 
tends thatewe can produce wheat in 
competition with Canada, Australia 
or The Plate. It is perfectly true 
that if we choose to pay an éxces-. 
sive price we can mabe it pay for 
the man who tows it here, but in 
open competition with the fest of 
the world we can produce agricul- 
tural produce superior to that grown 
in any other country in the world, 
sell it in the markets of the world, 
and, from the profits of that sale, 
get 150 per cent. more wealth from 
the land than by growing our own 
wheat.”’ 

In the post-war ‘period, when the 
agricultural surplus would have to 
provide for ry ming” necessaries, the 
farmer would hav: to be relieved of 
the high cost of production, and in 
order to put them on a footing with 
the British farmers the land would 
have to be de-rated.

Boland revealed that on the 23rd May 
the three men, with five others, who 
since had abandoned their attitude, 
had addressed ‘a joint letter to the 
Government stating that they had 
decided to hunger-strike for uncon- 
ditional xelease. 

“The detention of these men,”’ 
said the Minister for Justice, ‘“‘is 
considered necessary in the interests 
of the public safety. The Govern- 
ment cannot allow any persons 
whose actions when at liberty are a 
menace to the public safety to 
regain their liberty by hunger- 
striking.

“Apart from the manifest in- 
justice of detaining prisoners with- 
out charge or trial, does the Minis- 
ter not recognise,’ asked Mr. 
NORTON, that a national tragedy 
will, be enacted if the men die, 
and, in the interests of internal 
peace and quietude here. which 
must be the paramount considera: 
tion of this national assembly, will 
the Government now “ake steps to 
release these men and avert a 
national tragedy. 
“Tam. not’ prepared to admit, 
first of all,” replied’ Mr. BOLAND, 
“that there is a manifest injustice 
in having these men interned with- 
out trial. I would point out that 
for three years these men have been 
interned without trial, and no voice 
was raised here. If it was con- 
sidered manifestly unjust to intern 
them, surely we would have heard 
of it. The internment of these 
men was necessary for the public 
safety. If. they are prepared to 
behave as ordinary citizens, and I 
am satisfied that they are prepared 
to do so, they will be set at liberty. 
but, on no other condition.”’ 


Mr, BOLAND said that deputies! 
appeared to object to the right of 
internment, but he understood that 
the last Dail was perfectly satisfied 
that it was absolutely necessary to 
intern people in the crisis the 
country was going through. Akout 
400 people were interned in June, 
1940. and if the House did not 
agree, certainly no objection was 
made in the House itself. If it was 
going to be insisted that the Govern- 
ment should let these people out,or to 
bring them to trial the country could 
not carry, we could not preserve our 
peace and our neutrality, because 
these people were determined, and 
had shown their determination from 
the very beginning, to involve this 
country in war if they could. 

“TI feel for them every day they 
are on hunger-strike,'” Mr. Boland

RENEWED PLEA

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Detective 
Found Guilty 
of Wounding 


DUBLIN jury, sitting at the 
Circuit Criminal Court yester- 
. day, expressed the view that 
detectives should not be permitted 
to carry revolvers when they are off 
duty. 

The jury had found, Detective 
Officer William Fitzgerald, member 
of the Special Branch, guilty of 
maliciously wounding Joseph Gains, 
St. Michael’s lane, and not guilty of 
wounding Charles Steadman, Golden 
lane, during a fracas in a fish and 
chip shop in High street, Dublin, 
on February 25 last. Fitzgerald was 
put back. 

Vivid descriptions of the scene in 
the shop were given yesterday by 
witnesses, including seventeen-year- 
old Thomas Kavanagh, who said that 
he saw a plate being thrown from 
cre side of the shop to the other. 
He also ‘saw Fitzgerald ‘‘ make a 
kick ” at Burke, one of the customers 
in the shop. When Gains went over 
to Fitzgerald and Burke, the 
detective drew a gun and a shot 
went off. Gains fell. Burke tried 
to get the gun and another shot 
went off. 

Peter Murphy said that Burke had 
challenged Fjtzgerald to fight, and 
Anne Peveive , employé in the shop, 
and Joseph Woolfe, proprietor, 
testified that they saw the struggle 
and heard the shots. Woolfe said 
that his till was robbed that night. 


GUN WENT OFF 


For the defence, Mr. E. wh 
(instructed by Mr. OD. 
MacCarthy) submitted that Burke 
started the argument in the shop 
to rob the till during the commo- 
tion. Fitzgerald thought that the 
sight of his gun would frighten the 
crowd. During an attempt which 
was made to taxe the gun from him 
the shots went off. 

Fitzgerald told the Court that he 
and Guard Murphy went into the 
fish and chip shop and ordered a 
meal. Burke came in with two 
women, who sat in the same cubicle 
as the detectives: Burke started 
an argument and leaned across and 
hit witness on the nose and again 
on the mouth. 

Fitzgerald. added that he stood 
up to. leave tthe. shop, and Burke 
shouted to a" “bunch of young 
men,” and seven or eight of them 
rushed at him. A bottle was 
thrown and struck the wall above 
his head. When he drew his gun, 
intending to fire in the air, Gains 
grabbed his hand and pulled the 
gun down, and a shot went off, 
hitting Gains. Gains was in- 
toxicated. Burke also tried to take 
the gun, and, in the struggle, 
another shot went off. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McLaugh- 
lin (for the State), Fitzgerald said 
that he did not know but that the 
whole attack was planned, and he 
was taking no chances. 


Red Cross Funds 


Mr. Justice Conor Maguire, Presi- 
dent of the Irish Red Cross Society, 
addressing local units after an in- 
spection in Mullingar, said that since 
its formation the Society had spent 
£68,000 on ambulances, supplies, and 
refugees, and had sent succour to 
the value of £18,000 to Spain. That 
was an answer to those who asked 
what the Central Council of the Red 
Cross was doing with its funds. 
They had still £20,000 in reserve, 
but were going to launch another 
appeal for funds. 
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WARSHIPS: 
U.S. CLAIM 


IX Japanese warships were 
probably sunk and four 
damaged when a force of 
cruisers and destroyers was inter- 
cepted in Kula Guif on Monday 
night, General MacArthur reported 


in his Iatest communiqué. 


The Allies lost one cruiser, it is 
claimed. 

Qne damaged Japanese destroyer, 
beached near Sambera Harbour, on 
the east coast of Kolambangara 
Island, received seven direct hits 
with 500-pound bombs, says yester- 
day’s U.S. Navy Department com- 
muniqué, which adds that the ship 
was completely disabled. 

The loss of the U.S. destroyer, 
Strong, on Sunday night, while 
bombarding New Georgia positions, 
was confirmed in yesterday’s U.S. 
Navy Department communiqué. 

“Japanese positions round Bairoka 
Harbour, at the western end of New 
Georgia, on the Kula Gclf, received 
26 tons of bombs from large forma- 
tions of Dauntless and Avenger 
‘planes on Monday and Tuesday, 
when the Enogai inlet area was the 
main target, and 20 tons fell on the 
airfield on Ballale Island, in the 
Solomons,”” the communiqué adds. 

American warships are sweeping 
the waters of the Central Solomons 
in an open challenge to the Japanese 
Fleet to renew the battle, says 
Reuter’s Washington Correspondent, 

A large Japanese submarine has 
been sunk, according to a U.S. 
communiqué. 

Reports indicate that the Allies’ 
landing force has made further 
progress on New Georgia Island, 
says Reuter.

Died from Scratch
